- h«viog made an extraordinary effort to 
admit, us on the most, favorable terms. 
Prmiog by ail past eccentricities of 
our coatcmporary, wherein it endoavor 
ed to make it appear that the terms 
were anything but favorable, wo must 
say that Buch a dofinitiou ol tbo present 

: relations and position, of the Dominion 
Cabinet and the Paoific Provide is un- 
just, ea it is certainly uncomplimentary 

• to both. In the first plaoe, wo oannol 
regard it as an « acoident " that tho 

" prflBont Cabinet was in power at the 
time the union resolutions woro before 
the Parliament. We prefer u attribute 
to an overruling Providence and to the 

"good sense of tho people of tbo Domin- 
ion the ciroumstanoo ol tho Cabinet be- 

: iDg composed, at fcucli an Important 
and critical juuoturo, of men pre-emi- 
nently qualified lor tho gn.at work of 
founding a mighty empire. Without tho 
Walt wish to undflrrato tho unqueHtioued 
talent tale found on the Opposition 
benches, there need be no hesitation 
whatevor in asserting that thore is not 
to bo found on thoso benches materia! 
Oct of which to construct a Cubinet at 
all comparable with the present on o, in 
point of real statesmanship. Tln re nn- 
doabtedly are able men iu tho Oppoei- 
tion, Indeed it would be strange if 
there were not. But they are so few 
i that they may bo counted upon the 
fiogera of one hand. Take away Muo. 
kenssie, Biake, Dorion and Helton, und 
there will only be loft a hetrogeneous 
mass ot mediocre humanity. On tho 
other bund, look at the army of talent 
to bo fouad on tho Treasury benchbs :

" ! them poeBcsBing broad acd progressive 
views," united wii.h great administrative 
ability. Have wo not seen Sir John 
called upon by tho Queen to take bin 
place amongst tho most ublo statesmen 
of the. parent empire in ono of tbo moat 
critical and important international ad- 
• judications recorded iu history ? And 
nave we not seen bis rare abilities ac- 

■ knowledgod and heard hiB praises sung 
on both sidts of the Atlantic — even by a lor- 
«igopr*8S not accustomed to recogniza anything 

• good in Canada? And aB lor Sir Uaurge, 
have wo not seen the English press admoo- 
iibiog the Queen's Ministers to lake lessons 
at bis i«ei 7 Sir Francis was tbo first oolc- 

- niit who received a Goverourebip at tbe 
bands of the Queen, and we have already 
eees the magic influence ot his ailministra* 
tiva ability upod the Dominion finances. 
Tbe other membars of the Cabinet, although 
for the most part, yoanger in statecraft, are 
icaroely leB8 auccaeeful, and are rapidly 
building up a reputation. In short, the pre- 
■ent Cabinet appears to be composed of Mho 
light men in the right place,'— men who 
have approved themselves equal to the great 
work of ampire and who have beeD siDga- 
larly aaoceisfal in rendering the Dominion 
proaperois at home and respected ubroad. 
We decline to thiok that the pre^nce in the 
Cabinet ol sneh men at the present time is 
»ere 'aecidsit' 5 we deny iliat the people ol 
this Province know ottbiiyr, of thetn beyond 
the mere fact thai they are iu power, and wo 
indignantly deny that the alliance between 
this people and tbe Canadian Cabinet 'do- 
pends wholly' upon the mere 'accident' ol 
tbeit being ' in power 1 and securing; the ad 
mission of British Columbia upon « the 
nost favorable terras.' Upon the principle 
that 'one good torn deserves another,' there 
■an be no doubt tbut this Province owes that 
Cabinet a strong support, fur it hud a hard 
itroggle lo securo to us, not extraviieunlly 
good, bat fair and equitable terms Hat that 
does not oonetitute the sole ground upon 
wbioh wo hope to see thu D 'trillion Cabinet 
receiving a liberal support from the Pacific 
ProviooB, Ihere is another and higher 
groond upon whiob we ought to support that 
Cabieet— and it is the ground presented by 
the facta already adverted to,— the great fact 
that it is composed of the best available 
men for the important work in hand, the 
faot that t'nord does not appear to be any 
reasonabls prospect of as good a Cabinet 
taking its place. If is not impossible that, 
s§ euggesled by our contemporary, tho Op 
position would have djue equally well by 
British Columbia bad thoy been in power 
wben the Union refolotionB were submitted 
to Parliament ; but wo are greatly inclined 
to doubt it. We prefer to judge mon by their 
actions ralber than by their word? J und 
when we saw tbe OppotitioD, noiwitbitabd" 
ing all lli« great swelling utterances end prev 
teneions of their orgats unii leuiieis, oppos- 
ing that wcBtwurd ext :n9iou und tho-e great 
national schemes they had been tho lond- 
tet in advocating, wo vera relectaolly forced 
to the oonclasiou tbat their firulVesionH were 
aibollow »<tlieir appetite lor the * loa^i-a 
and fish. e ot edict:' wun keen. Imbued with 
these views und cODvio'loriB, we would have 
the people el the 1'aoifio Province learn 
that, while the present Cabinet at Oituwa is 
entitled 10 their suppoit beoause it did 

• muoh ai.d tilted much to secure fair and 
»nuit"ble Icrm? Inr British Columbia, il is 
entitled to their confidence and eupport bo- 
enure it is in evrry reapept I bo bust Cabinet 
for the Dominion at theptceent juoctuie, and 
• hould, therefore, bo lastnined by Ibu coun 
try at large until it shell have bad a Iu ir 
opportunity pi coroplnting tliu grand work 
which called it into existence. 

Tho International Socieiy. 

Communism did not find a grave in 
Paris. It still lives undor tbo piolon- 
tioua name ol tbo International Society, 
with, its headquarters in London and its 
rumiDoations in every country in 
Europe. Fetiianism in tbe United StiitoH 
may in all probability bo regarded us un 
liffiliatod branch. Trua to the princU 
plee tbat actuated tho Cominuuistu in

perpetrating orimeB wlitou made human- 
ity shudder and deluged tho stroetB of 
Paris with tbe blood of her priests land 
pious women, this International Society 
ooolly propoBca to procure tho assassin- 
ation of half the crowned beads of Europe. 
Tho fiondish espodiont has also boon 
suggested of burning all tho workshops, 
faotorios and othor labor-omployiug es- 
tablishments, as a means of compelling 
thoso thus deprived of work and food to 
join thorn in tho social war. It is in- 
deed .'earful' to contemplato tho exist- 
ence in EngUnd of an' organization 
with such a programmo of operations. 
What is to bo done ? Wo tire told that 
in Franco a bill is to bo pasaod rooking 
it a crime ;o bolong to tbo International 
Sooiuty in that couutry. Has not tbo 
timo com* wben our own nation should 
prose'ribo limits arid checks to- what in 
popnlorly termod " liborty," but which 
may, perhaps, more properly bo oalled 
liborty running riot" ? K London is 
to become jtho. headquarters ot Inter- 
national sedition and assassination, it 
may yet bo necessary both for home- 
safety and foreign justice that a bit and 
bridle be placed upon this so-oulled liber- 
ty in England herself, Doubiles* our 
local contemporary will bo shoolted at a 
proposition to interforo with tho oper- 
tions of an cr^anizaiion whoso doods of 
blood in Paris it predicted not long 
ago would live to bo appreciated and 
praised by posterity ; but wo seriously 
question whether ovon Groat Britain can 
afford to permit snch an organization to 
flourish iu her midst,- arid tho time mtty 
not bo distant wben hhe may 
be callod upon by the other European 
Powers to stamp out tho viper.
